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PROJECT DESCRIPTION:

Energy Savings Performance Contract

Challenge: Sedgwick County wanted to
demonstrate to its constituents that the county
was actively working to become more
environmentally conscious and “green.”  To
support these efforts, the county successfully
obtained an Energy Efficiency and Conservation
Block Grant (EECBG). They used a portion of
the grant to fund the purchase of electric vehicles.
The county wanted to use the remaining EECBG
funds in an energy savings performance contract
project to implement other energy conservation
measures in multiple county facilities.

PROJECT SCOPE

Solution: ConEdison Solutions audited a total of
74 buildings and more than 2,000,000 square
feet of facility space. The final ESPC project
involved the installation of energy conservation
measures such as lighting retrofits, water
programmable  thermostats,
vending machine controls, an ozone laundry

conservation,

system, and building retro-commissioning in 58
facilities. It is expected that the improvements in
this $1.3 million project will save the county
more than $220,000 per year, which equates to a
simple payback of only six years. This project
clearly demonstrated to the taxpayers that the
county officials were good stewards of the
environment and fiscally responsible.
